-“1 feel that it ia inpoftant 
tor ui to afOUate," said Dave 
Betz, Lower Cohu^ian Rep. In 
ieading the debate. He went on 
to ay, “We are about to 
raorgintze the Univaiiity. NSA 
haa a wealth of ideaa with 
leaburcea from ita 300 member 
aehoola.” 

Urtz Boehner, Md. 
Commuter Rep., inquired as to 
what OWa reeponaibllltiea would 
be as to NSA. 

Sue Rappaport, proxy tor 
rice preddent Honda Billig, 
aitawered her. ‘They don’t 
oonatrlct us. We only have to use 
them when we want to. But they 
do have invaluable tiles." 

Mike Bienstock moved to 
table the motion until a student 
reteiendum could be held. 
However, dormitory 
representativw Carol Miller, 
SMly Green and Chuck Kahn 
pointed out that in their polls 
matt students had no idea as to’ 
the pros and cons ot NSA. The 
tabling iQotion was debated. 

, Wednesday’s Student Council 
action represented the second 
time the coundi reversed itselt 
on, the NSA question. In May, 


1B67, a surprise motion to 
affiliate with the Association 
was passed, but latt November, 
the Kaye corueil voted 16-12 to 
withdraw, x 

A- referendum to reaffiliste 
was defeated by the student 
body by 23 vptes in February, 
1967. At that time, newly 
elected Student Council 
President Jhn Ktticely said that 
he hoped the NSA issue would 
be considered again due to the 
closeneas of the vote. 

In other" council business, 
Mike Hrfiroy moved that 
requirerrtents, other, than a 2.0 
QPI, should be dropped for 
council offices. This did not 
include the semester 
requiremerrt of 48 hotus for 
president, vice president and 
acthritiss director, and 36 hours 
for secretary and treasurer. It 
did strike from Articles for 
Student Government the clauses 
requiring ' president, vice 
president and activities director 
to have 2.5 QPPs and a clause 
requiting the treasurer to have 
six bonn of acpouhtlttg.

SENATOR Daniel Biewiter 
(0-M(L) took time off from his 
campdgn for re-election to 
defend the ti|bt to dtaient in a 
speech at the Hillel Foundation 
l^day. 

Brewster, speaking for his 
first time on the GW campus, 
said that the right to dissent is a 
“cornerstone of society” and 
should be used to. paiaude 
majorities. He added that the 
right to demonstrate should also 
be used to gain popular backing, 
but it should not be used to 
“prevent others from speaking 
their mind.” Furthermore, this' 
right to dptaionstrate does not 
include the “right to delibeiately 
break” the l»ws or be yiolent. 

The Senator arimitted that he 
does not agrw with “hippiee and 
yippiea,” but he did defend their 
right to speak oiit. He 
- condemned these groups for 
their feeling that any 
compromiae “Is a seU-out” and 
for dropping out and blaming 
others, once they lose on any 
issue. He said that the minority 
can always' return' in a 
democracy and r:ecalled 
something his father had said to 
him: “A winner never quits, and 
a quitter never Urins.” 

Neyertheleas, he gave credit 
to the young people who have 
taught the old “a lot of political 
eaaence” and for making some 
programs, such as the Peace 
Corps , the success they are. 

Brewster also called .for a 
change in the current draft laws. 
He supports . an expanded 
voluntary .natlpnal service 
system;, a non- military 
alternative' to national service, 
and . a national lottery. He 
' disagreed with General Lewis B 4 
Heithey’s proposal that the dsaft 
be used as- a form of 
punishment, and asserted that 
although many draft proposals 
had been previously defeated in 
Congress, the fight was not yet 
over and that Senator Edirard 
Kennedy and hopefully himself 
would reopen it in the next 
Congreiis. ,,

have encountered, and our 
contemporary world. 

Through unusual display 
techniques, the Gallery has 
reinforced the intimacy of their 
rooms and fbe feeling that this 
show is a personal experience for 
each viewer. Each wall surface in 
the two rooms is broken dotvrt 
,into series of patterns, created 
by. grouping the graphics 
according to artist. Although 
most of the work is hung at eye 
level or below, as though the 
viewer were seated, there is a 
bench in only one room. The 
lowered eye level of the work 
creates a. -new - sense of' 
perspective at we probe into 
tabl^ux of ' an unreal and 
two-dimensional world. / 

To enter the dream world the 
Czech grapUcB 1s to leave behind 
comfortable reality, and 
three-dimensional space. 


Throughout the show the tamer 
eye of the artist has captured the 
bleak world of non-being, people 
without coramuntcatloo or 
identity. Faoelaaa silhouettes 
loom 6om an engorging l^ck 
void, as la Jiri Baicar’s “Patty”.

GURDY MAN (Epic BN26420) 
bringing with' him his ’‘songi of 
-love” and alot more. He has 
. abandoned, at least partially, his 
escape or withdrawal from the 
iMd, real world that was evident 
in his previous album (a two 
record set), as many of the cuts 
present comments upon and 
attempts to give_^ general 
solutions for the" world’s 
problems. 

The tunes on the album are 
in three main groups: those 
songs that discuss problems, 
those that discuss solutions, and 
those that are, for the most port, 
silly or happy songs. 

The fM of the problems is 
“the Entertaining of a Shy GirL” 
As befits a non-crucial problem, 
the music of the tong is light and 
almost frivolous. But the 
problem of communication Is 
taken a step further in “Hi It’s 
Been a Long Time.” Here is the 
inability of changed people to 
speak to the new people they 
have become, shown' in the 
bitterness of the girl’s remarks to 
the gentle hippy-like boy. The 
incongruity of the two people is 
reflected in the music of the 
song by the incongruity of the 
drums, which are sharp and 
severe, with horns, strings, and 


woodwinds, which are smooth 
andipbetic; ' ' ' ~ 

The second/ side contains 
only one song about a problem! 
but it is extremely powerful, 
“Tangier” takes one into . the 
stark, brutal world of starvation 
and suffering. The guitar part is 
played brutally to match the 
theme. The melody is accented 
with a monotonous background 
(similar to a tamboura) and 
finger cymbals. The lyrics speak 
for themselves. The sta^ng 
children “who life and death 
treat so cheap,” are “Happy in 
their hunger/ For they live 
longer than their fathers.” 

The solutions that Donovan 
presents are on both an abstract 
and a practical level in 
“Peregrine” and “The River 
Song” he stresses the need for 
peace of mind and puts it in an 
Indian frame of reference. Here 
some of the influences of the 
Maharishi linger on. “The River 
Song” especially recalls the 
experiences of Siddhartha, and 
background voices drone on 
“Om...Om...Om....” “Peregrine” 
also fits its meaning with its 
music by the use of “eastern 
drums,” a moaning cello, and 
almost endless repetition of 
phrases.

Whether one is - more 
comfortable with Donovan in his 
lighter thoughts or hia heavier 
thoughts, one must recognize bis 
tremendous ability to fit sound 
to sense and his remarkable 
talents as a musician, singer and 
composer.

LAST NIGHT, on “Face the Nation,” Richard 
Nixon told a television audience that ‘It is not I who is 
trying to get George Wallace on TV and give him the 
national expoSiire that could throw the election iiito the 
House of Represmtathres.’” 

This would be funny were it not pathetic. The truth is 
that George Wallace is just a handy excuse for Nixon to 
say ‘nix’ to a legitimate, televised debate with Hubert 
Humphrey. 

Nixon fears the boob tube, mainly because he does 
not come across well to the viewers. It is a lesson that he 
learned from the 1960 debates with Kennedy. His fear, 
from a political standpoint, is undentandablei 

And yet, it is hardly excusable. Ninon’s people claim 
that he is the “New Nixon," but his attitude toward 
debating belies it. The candidate himself is obnoxiously 
repetitive in saying tliat he is concerned with the 
“isssues;” and yet, he refuses to debate them. Truth in 
packaging is not a facet of Mr. Nixon’s character and 
words. 

Now Nixon’s phony position about giving Wallace free 
time has been cut from under him. Laist Wednesday, 
Wallace offered to let Humphrey and Nixon debate if he 
could receive a half hour of free time at a later date. The 
next day, Frank Stanton, president of CRS foi;malized 
the offer; Nixon said nO, that it would only give Wallace 
free nadoral exposure. ^ 

The same day, Wallace really put the Republican 
candidate up the cre^ by offering to forego his free time. 
Nixon’s last objection was .gone. And yet, there has been 
ho statement from him, no indication that he is willing to 
debate-just the ludicrous contention that Humphrey 
wants Wallace on TV to insure that the election falls into 
the House! 

Such political cowardice cannot pass without 
reproach. Nixoh’a dishonest in' the campaign is an 
indication of the dishonesty to be expexted is he is 
elected. While / Nixop yrhines about being so different 
' from -Wallace, it Is lie who inoderates-his position on civil 
rights to appeal to the Wallace voters; it is Huhiphrey who 
. tries to shame then\ out of their prejudices. While 
Hun^hreyis ready at a moment’s notice to debate the 
issues, it is Nixon, blubbering about “activism,” who 
'denies the third candidate the legitimate opportunity to 
present his opinions to the electorate. Nixon has as much 
chance of being k liberal as the earth has of being flat.

In your editorial entitled 
“Kept Us Out of War" 
(10/24/68) ybu quoted one 
sentence, out of President' 
Elsenhovrer’s bow tamous letter 
to the South Vietnairrese Dielh 
governmeiit in 1964. Not only 
did you niisrepreaent the letter 
but you tried to pin the war on 
the Eisenhower Administration 
in general -and Mr. Nfacon In 
particular. Let' me set the.reoord 
straight. ^ ^ 

In hit letter' President' 
Ebenbower made no reference 
to the sending in of troops but 
only of “assistance,” snd this 
wu qualified by a' condition 
which it found in the very next 
sentence itfter one you 
quoted. It readsf "The 
government of the United States 
expects that this aid will be met 
by performance on the part of 
the government of Vietnam 
undertaking needed reform.” 
The aid combined with your 
own continuing efforts will 
contribute effectively toward an 
independent Vietnam endowed 
with a strong government.” 

Thus, the letter it 
characteri^ by two major 
aspects: 1) it made no mention 
of tending American troops to 
Vietnam. Tbe first troops came 
under the direction of iSwaident 
Kennedy, arid, 2) it panted to 
sssitt the Diem, government only 
if they could do their part.
